X-Ray Unit In 
Town Tuesday 

DO YOU HAVE A MIN- 
UTE? 

That's all the time it takes 
to have a chest x-ray without 
charge on the Lake County 
Tuberculosis Association Mo- 
bile Unit which will be sta- 
tioned in town on July 31. 
Any person 18 years of 
age or older is eligible to 
have a chest x-ray which can 
discover tuberculosis, heart 
disease, cancer and other res- 
piratory conditions. 

Procedure for a person 
who wants an x-ray is to go 
to the Unit, register, .remove 
coat and jewelry, empty pock- 
ets of blouse or shirt, and 
step In front of the x-ray 
machine. 

Later the film is developed 
and interpreted, the report is 
coded, and the Individual re- 
port is sent to the person 
x-rayed within 3 to 4 weeks. 
Negative x-ray reports 
from the Mobile Unit may be 
presented to the Board of 
Health for health permits. 

The Mobile Unit will be 
stationed at Williams' Hard- 
ware Store on Main St., next 
Tuesday X-rays will be taken 
from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m. and 
from p.m. to 8:30 p.m.

The columnist 
falls to realize that the courts 
of this country, specifically 
In this case the state, try a 
man for what he has done, 
whether he be black or white, 
not for what be might do. 
Should the governor com- 
mute the sentence of this 
confessed murderer because 
of widespread publicity, he 
denies the validity of the 
courts and the state laws. In 
this sense, why should we 
bother to have a judicial sys- 
tem In effect? Let us elect 
an autocrat to govern ami let 
all life and death decisions 
rest with him without trying 
an individual in a court of 
law. But who is the man 
who would dare assume such 
god-like powers? Certainly 
no representative of a demo- 
cratic people. 

I am not arguing against 
the case of the killer, which 
is "really a case of the law, 
since I am strongly opposed 
to capital punishment but for, 
maintenance of the law in- 
stead of anarchy and mob- 
rule. 

The worst kind of coercion 
is being practiced ' here. 
Bringing public pressure to 
bear against an Individual 
who is obligated to abide by 
the law or appear to be the 
tool of circulation-hungry 
newspapers Is' unscrupulous 
and without consideration of 
the majority's opinion. . 

The columnist, preaching 
the fashionable crusade, will 
go unmarred through this In- 
cident either way the tide of 
decision washes. If the kill- 
er receives a commuted sen- 
tence, he will claim' victory — 
he saved the life of a human 
being. Should the killer die 
in the electric chair, well, It 
was a valiant effort. "I did 
my best, folks. 1 put my rep- 
utation on the chopping block 
for an unknown and unfor- 
tunate man. Could you ask 
mo re of me?" he might say. 
~~Yes, MrTTCupcinet. "Only
